might decide to seek the U. S. 
Senate seat in 1952 
Politicians assume that Auditor 
General John B. Martin, Jr, is a 
candidate for that spot and they 
can pretty well assess his strength 
in a normal field. 
Picture Muddled 
They would not be surprised if 
state central committee chairman 
Owen J. Cleary of Yypilanti and 
Detroit entered the race, and they 
can 
pretty 
well figure how he 
would line up. 
But the two Vandenbergs have 
the picture completely mudled. 
First is the difficulty in determ ­ 
ining how much pull the simple 
name “Vandenberg” would have 
on the ballot.

some voters would 
be fooled into thinking they were 
voting for the late senator.

Politician Shot 


AmF"sh Kills Leader 
Of Democrat Party

.slow, deliberate shots from am ­ 
bush late la«?t night took the life 
ut the titular head of the Demo­ 
cratic party in Polk county. 
The slaying of W. A. Lewis, 44, 
came against a backdrop of poli­ 
tical strife which had 
left 
the 
county, situated 
in mountainous 
southeast Tennessee, without 
a 
functioning government for near­ 
ly three months. 
Lewis was 
chairman of the 
county court, restored as govern­ 
ing agency by democrat legisla­ 
tion in February. An opposing 
faction, 
the 
bi-partisan 
Good 
Government League had refuused 
♦o surrender the power it won in 
a 1948 election which left, three 
persons dead by violence. 
The Tennessee highway patrol 
was alerted 
for 
the possibility 
that Lewis’s slaying might touch 
off a repetition of the 1948 fac­ 
tional blood letting. Safety Com­

Sam 
Neal said 
last 
night not many persons knew of 
the slaying and that 
“if trouble

Marshall Defends 
Policy Of Limiting

at bringing the Far Eastern 
commander into “complete under­ 
standing” of administration policy 
and the Korean war. 
The ^message advised MacAr­ 
thur that actions in Korea must 
not lose for the United States the 
allies Mr. Truman said this coun­ 
try would “desperately need” in 
event of war with Russia. 
Marshall read the message yes­ 
terday at hearings by the Senate 
armed services and foreign rela­ 
tions committees into M acArthur^ 
dismissal from his commands. 
Bombing Vetoed 
It is one of the 
major 
docu­ 
ments produced in 
the hearings 
since Marshall contends it shows 
MacArthur was advised 
of 
the 
thinking in Washington and the 
International 
political 
f a c t o rs 
which, in the judgment of offi­ 
cials here, weiged against his pro­ 
posals for bombing 
Manchurian 
bases and 
taking 
other 
moves 
against the Chinese Communists 
outside Korea. 
Senator Cain (R-Wash) pressed 
a line of questions about the cir­ 
cumstances of the dispatch of this 
message when the 
secretary 
of 
defense returned to the 
witness 
chair today—his sixth before the 
Senators. 
Cain asked whether Mr. Tru­ 
man’s message was sent 
on 
his 
own initiative or 
“primarily

response to one or more mess­ 


ages” in which MacArthur called 
for directions. 
“I couldn’t answer that specifi­ 
cally yes or no,” Marshall said. 
“As I have repeated, there were a 
number of questions from Gen­ 
eral M acArthur along this general 
line. 
There were messages from 
the chiefs of staff which involved 
military factors and called to his 
notice political factors.” 
Russia Main Threat 
At the end of nearly six hours 
in the witness chair yesterday, 
Marshall maintained anew that 
the administration’s Far Eastern 
policy of trying to limit the war 
to Korea is the only sound one. 
Near the end of the session Sen­ 
ator McMahon 
(D-Conn) 
asked 
Marshall: 
“Are you prepared now to tell 
the people of the United States 
that it is the unanimous judgment 
of the top command of this gov­ 
ernment that our nation’s security 
is best furthered and best 
pro­

suing in the Far East?” 
“Exactly that,” 
Marshall

pjlied tersely. 
As the secretary has made clear 
all week, it was another way of

21. 


DRAFTABLE TO 35 
WASHINGTON—Virtually cer­ 
tain to become law is an obscure 
provision of the new draft bill 
which holds all deferred regis­ 
trants liable for induction until 
age 35. 
The provision does not apply to 
veterans, ministers or divinity stu­ 
dents. 
These are “exempt,” not 
deferred. 
But all d e f e r r e d registrants 
when they hit 26 would remain in 
their classification at that time in­ 
stead of being classified 5-A. 
As 
soon as the reason for any defer­ 
ment ceased to exist they would 
be classified 1-A and could be or­ 
dered up, even though over 26.

Robert L. Doughton, the 
87-year-old North Carolina Demo­ 
crat who heads the tax-drafting 
group, has made it clear he in­ 
tends to look out for the interests 
of the tobacco farmers as he has 
in past years. 
There is a group in the commit­ 
tee, however, which insists that 
the so-called economy brand cig­ 
arettes should be exempted from 
any increase, or at the least be 
given a tax differential. 
Doughton 
f4rmly 
opposes the 
differential idea. 
First skirmishes in the tobacco 
fight broke out yesterday after 
the committee had voted a $250,- 
000,000 increase in alcoholic bev­ 
erage taxes. Although no decis­ 
ions 
were 
reached, there were 
tentative proposals to leave the 
cigarette tax where it is, or at the 
most raise it to 9 cents a package.

Thorny U. S.-British 
Disputes Ironed Out

WASHINGTON — (ZP) — The 
United States and Britain appear 
to have ironed out for the time 
being most of their differences ov­ 
er dealing with Red China, terms 
of the Japanese peace treaty and 
Formosa. 
Responsible officials said yester­

Britain's Policy Reversal On 
Trade W ith China Encouraging 
WHETHER Britain has finally seen the 
errors of her ways or merely desires 
to avoid condemnation of the United States 
k uncertain, but the British decision to 
back trade sanctions against Red China 
and cut off the flow of rubber to the Chi­ 
nese Communists constitutes a complete 
reversal of the British policy. 
Credit for the change in the British posi­ 
tion must be given to Winston Churchill, 
the wartime premier and now head of the 
opposition party in England. In an address 
before the house of commons, 
Churchill 
denounced the British trade dealings with 
Red China as illogical, which they certain­ 
ly were. The Chinese government has been 
formally censured by the United 
Nations 
for its acts of aggression in Korea and UN 
troops, including a small 
contingent 
of 
British soldiers, are fighting the Chinese 
Reds. 
Although Britain has finally decided to 
stop its unholy trading with Red China, the 
British government has announced that it 
w ill permit the export of 6,000 
tons of 
rubber from Singapore to Russia because 
the rubber was sold to the Soviet Union 
before export controls were introduced. 
The world conditions being as shaky as 
they are today and the prospects of war 
with Russia so imminent, the British rub­ 


ber business with Russia is outright stu­ 
pidity. Rubber is an essential material of 
war and any commodity that the Reds can 
use for aggression should certainly not be 
made available to them by Britain, 
the 
United States or any other potential foe of 
the Kremlin.

WHEN 
1,500 
Korea 
veterans 
arrived 
home in America the other day, 
it 
marked formal start of the army’s long­ 
awaited rotation plan. 
Under this program. G. I.’s who have 
served extensively in Korean combat can 
look forward to relief. They are not on an 
endless muddy treadmill any more. They 
may earnestly entertain hopes of seeing 
home and family after doing their grim 
duty for an allotted time. 
The plan reflects bitter army experience 
in World War II. In that conflict the bur­ 
den of combat duty fell too heavily on a 
relatively limited number of veteran divi­ 
sions.

Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON—Most important diplo­ 
matic debate of the Korean war has been 
going on back stage «t the United Nations 
—namely, an arms boycott of Red China. 
So 
far 
our U. N. Allies haven’t got 
around to voting to ban arms, let alone an 
economic embargo. 
It is a fact that this is one of the most 
important steps to be taken against any 
aggressor. 
There is a long history of diplomatic 
pussyfooting regarding this by our suppos­ 
edly good friends—pussyfooting that even­ 
tually has landed them in w ar. Here is 
some case history: 
Pussyfoot No. I—Was when the British 
undercut us in 1931 when Japan first in­ 
vaded Manchuria. Issues almost identical 
to the Korean aggression were involved in 
Manchuria, and the late Secretary of State 
Henry L. Stimson saw them clearly. 
He 
saw that Japan was sowing the first wild 
oats of aggression, just as Russia is today, 
and that if she got away with one aggres­ 
sive bite there would be more. 
But Stimson never could get the British, 
who had more at stake than we, to cooper­ 
ate 
When 
U. S. Ambassador Cameron 
Forbes wTould deliver a note of protest, the 
British - ambassador 
did 
likewise—then 
dropped round to the Japanese foreign of­ 
fice an hour or two later to explain that 
Britain’s note was merely to please 
the 
Americans and not to be taken seriously. 
Pussyfoot 
No. 
2—Was when President 
Roosevelt tried to organize an economic 
blockade of Japan in 1936 in order to stop 
further aggression against China. By this 
time the British realized their 1931 mis­ 
take and went along with us. But Roose­ 
velt could not get the support of other Eu­ 
ropean powers. Hitler and Mussolini were 
too strong by that time, and he also faced 
the private opposition of Cordell Hull. 
Pussyfoot No. 3—Came when Mussolini 
invaded helpless Ethiopia. This was one 
of the crudest cases of aggression 
the 
modern world has seen, and the tottering 
League of Nations conscientiously tried to 
act. But although an economic blockade 
was voted for the first time in history, two 
things made it unsuccessful. 
One was the exclusion of oil. The big 
American and British oil companies pull­ 
ed backstage wires, managed to scare Brit­ 
ish and American diplomats into permit­ 
ting the continued shipment of oil to Mus­ 
solini. 
Without oil, his fleet would have 
been paralyzed and his trucks could not 
have moved. But we pussyfooted. 
Furthermore, the big powers, after vot­ 
ing the embargo, 
refused to use their 
navies to back it up. It became a pitiful, 
pathetic joke. 
Pussyfoot No. 4—This is taking place 
right now in regard to Red China, an ob­ 
vious, wanton aggressor in Korea. While 
the British are the wrorst pussyfooters, we 
in the U. S. A., including General Mac­ 
Arthur himself, have pulled our punches. 
MacArthur, for instance, has permitted 
a steady driblet of strategic materials to 
flow into Red China from Japan. 
From 
July to October, 1950, he perm itted $8,- 
106,000 in metals, machinery and textiles 
to leave Japan for China. From October to 
January, Ja p exports to the Communists 
increased to $11,100,000. Since MacArthur 
controlled all Ja p exports, this could have 
j been stopped.

Are Poorly Trained

dates the beginning of the war in 
Korea, General Marshall was cor­ 
rect when he testified that there 
had been no disagreement over 
policy on tile conduct of the war. 
In December of 1949 the joint 
chiefs of staff recommended send­ 
ing an American military mission 
to the island of Formosa to assist 
in the training of Chiang K ai- 
Shek’s Nationalist troops. This was 
rumored at the time but it was 
never established as fact. 
Troops Needed Training 
The JC S did not contemplate 
any specific mission for the troops 
that would be trained under the 
direction of American officers. But 
the necessity to use them eventu­ 
ally in one place or another to 
thwart Communist aggression in 
Asia, as well as to strengtheri the 
defense of Formosa, was forseen. 
Without training and 
help 
of 
•quipment from this country 
it 
was felt that the Nationalist forces, 
which had sought refuge on For­ 
mosa, would deteriorate to a point 
at which they would be of little 
use anywhere. 
On December 29, 1949, this re­ 
commendation of the joint chiefs 
was overruled. The belief in the 
Pentagon at the time was that 
the state department had got into 
the White House “by the back 
door’’ and had persuaded Presi­ 
dent Truman to reverse the JC S 
recommendation. 
Even at so late a date it would 
be healthy to air all the circum­ 
stances surrounding the decision 
on training the Nationalist troops. 
Perhaps even before this can ap­ 
pear in print the Senate commit­ 
tee will have begun to examine 
that phase of the Asian problem. 
Agreement Comes Later 
There inevitably will be specu­ 
lation on what the situation would 
be today if the JC S had not been 
overruled. The supreme irony is 
that the decision which might have 
been taken in December of 1949 
has now finally been agreed to by 
everyone concerned. On April 20 
the department of 
defense 
an­ 
nounced that a training mission 
was being sent to Formosa head­ 
ed by Major General William Cur­ 
tis Chase. 
If that mission had been sent a 
year and a half ago, military men 
believe that today IO w ell-trained 
and equipped divisions would be 
in readiness on Formosa. In view 
of some of the* political controls 
exercised by the little group of 
men around Chiang, this may be

Would Tax Hadacol 
As Alcoholic Drink

M IAMI, 
Fla.— The 
state 
of 
Florida, to which I have just fled 
in order to escape the slings and 
arrows of oratory from our states­ 
men in Washington, 
has 
always 
fascinated me as a site of magni­ 
ficent legislation. It concerns itself 
net so much 
with 
the 
grander 
scheme such as world-destruction, 
but grinds out intimate laws 
to 
make living simpler. 
We note from Tallahassee, the 
capital, 
that 
many 
wondrous 
things have transpired 
recently, 
^here is, for instance, 
a motion 
afoot to make the patent medicine, 
Hadacol, subject to tax and con­ 
trol “just like any other alcoholic 
beverage.” 
Like Fabled Elixer 
Hadacol, as you probably know 
bv now, is touted as being some­ 
thing like the fabled elixir which 
Ponce De Leon was seeking when 
he fared forth to find the foun­ 
tain of youth. It blandly proclaims 
a forecast of “new life” for the 
user, and also states mildly that ii 
you use it you will “feel better.” 
This meets the snide suspicion 
that a heady draft of Hadacol is 
somewhat the equivalent of tak­ 
ing a small shot of tigermilk 
to 
ward off the miasmas 
of 
daily 
strife—or so says Rep. Lisle Smith 
cf Polk county. Rep. Smith 
says 
he "understands that the product 
contains 12 per cent alcohol 
and 
should be taxed just 
like 
any 
other alcoholic beverage.” 
No action has been taken yet, 
but when last seen, several hun­ 
dred liquor dealers were headed 
for Louisiana, to seek the Florida 
franchise from the Hadacol’s in­ 
ventor. 
Law Against Gambling 
There has been a bill to protect 
grocers from fraud, 
undoubtedly 
at the hands of Yankee transients, 
and a more important piece of 
legislation designed to stamp out 
the Ku Klux Klan. 
A new law 
makes “the wearing of masks by 
any person over 16 years of age 
in public places illegal,” which in­ 
dicates that either the 
Klansmen 
have to start earlier in life or else 
take up

disguises, 
which are exempt.

A very high hazard 
was registered in the Munising and 
M anistique areas and it is likely 
to go into the extrem e stage to­ 
day. 
Railway Speeder Patrol 
In cooperation with the Forest 
Service, the Soo Line railw ay as­ 
signed speeder patrols to follow all 
steam trains traveling 
between 
Gladstone and Sault Ste. M arie 
this week. Forest areas that have 
had an unusual num ber of blazes 
in the past are those along the Soo 
Line tracks between Isabella and 
Cooks and between Trout Lake 
and R udyard. 


“ALMOST EXPLOSIVE” 
Paul St. Amant, forester in 
charge of fire control, said this 
morning increased wind veloci­ 
ty had increased the fire haz­ 
ard to the 
“extremely 
high” 
point. In fact, it is “almost ex ­ 
plosive” in the pine plains areas. 
Extra precautions are being tak­ 
en by the state and federal fire 
watchers this weekend. The for­ 
est fire danger meter registered 
82 points this morning. This is 
the highest hazard thus far this 
season. 


Motor car patrols are not to be 
used on the South Shore railw ay 
right-of-w ay this year because of 
the complete dieselization of that 
line’s m otive power. 
Forest Fire Forecasts 
The U. S. W eather Bureau now 
m aintains a forest fire forecast 
service in its Chicago 
office. 
A 
telegram , forecasting forest fire 
conditions in the Upper Peninsu­ 
la, is received daily at the Forest 
Service office in Escanaba. 
While high 
danger 
conditions 
will continue the rest of the week, 
the state and federal agencies are 
thankful that no high winds are 
forecast. 
M ichigan’s forest fire record is 
som ewhat better so far this year, 
the conservation departm ent dis­ 
closes. 
D epartm ent firefighters 
have 
limited 198 fires to 1,971 acres 
dam age as compared to 244 fires

As long as the “old folks” re­ 
m em ber, and the “young folks” 
like to listen, tales will be told of 
the great forest fires which swept 
the Thum b district in Michigan in 
1871 and again in 1881. But the 
great 
hum anitarian 
m ovem ent 
which grew out of them will last 
even longer in the hearts of men. 
In October, 1871, about the same 
tim e that Mrs. O’L eary’s cow al­ 
legedly kicked up such a fuss in 
the thriving village of Chicago, 
great, uncontrollable blazes swept 
Huron and Sanilac 
counties 
in 
Michigan leaving tw o-thirds 
of 
the population homeless. 
Began On Oct. 8 
An unusually dry sum m er and 
autum n set the stage for the con­ 
flagration which broke out Sun­ 
day night, October 8, and left hun­ 
dreds of acres of charred stum ps 
w here rich forests h a d 'stood. Few 
lives were lost, since the region 
was not thickly settled, but pro­ 
perty damage was estim ated to 
have reached hundreds of thous­ 
ands of dollars. 
The conflagration of ’71, how ­ 
ever, was only a prelude to the 
“great fire” of 1881, so devastat­ 
ing that its three days of horror 
lived in the memory of eyew it­ 
nesses for nearly 70 years. In 1946 
an elderly m an wrote this account 
from memory: “Smoke had been 
dense all m orning and the wo­ 


men had lighted kerosene lamps 
in the house. Toward noon, the 
wind suddenly became strong. I 
climbed up a ladder to the barn 
roof and saw fire rolling across the 
fields nearly a mile away. Fences 
were burning. I called out. Men 
rushed the 
threshing 
m achine 
out of the barn, began tearing 
down fences, and putting pails of 
w ater on roofs of buildings. The 
neighbors could not go home to 
their own farms as we were en- 
i tirely surrounded by 
fire. 
A l­ 
though fire brands fell on the roofs 
many times, all our buildings were 
saved and were the only ones left 
standing for miles 
around. 
The 
children were sent into the or­ 
chard. Smoke was so dense that 
we could not see. We buried our 
faces in the dirt 
in 
order 
to 
breathe. People were sick for days 
afterw ard from the smoke. Many 
had sore eyes. Those who were 
saved did so by staying in plowed 
fields and near walls.” 
Red Cross On Job 
This m an’s 
family 
and 
their 
neighbors were among the first 
people in the country to see the 
banner of the Red Cross raised on 
behalf of homeless victims of dis­ 
aster, for it was out of the great 
fire of 1881 that the Red Cross 
program of disaster 
relief 
was 
born. Clara Barton, then head of 
a sm all volunteer agency dedi­ 


cated to the relief of suffering on 
the battlefield, saw that victims 
of disaster in tim e of peace w ere 
as much in need 
of 
neighborly 
help as men wounded in war. 
Destruction of the Thum b area 
was alm ost total. Clara Barton 
herself described it in these words, 
“So sweeping has been the des­ 
truction that there is not food en­ 
ough left in its wake for a rabbit 
to eat, and, indeed, there is no 
rabbit if there were food.” N ear­ 
ly 300 Thum b residents died in the 
conflagration, while 3,437 build­ 
ings were destroyed 
and 
14,438 
persons were left in need of the 
bare essentials of living. 
As it has in more than 4,000 dis­ 
asters since that time, the Red 
Cross w ent quickly to distribute 
food, clothing, medicine, seeds, and 
farm implem ents to help those 
who had lost everything.

AU Roads Will Lead 
To Escanaba In June

The state VTW 
convention will also be held in 
Escanaba Ju n e 14 to 17.) 


How do you get to Escanaba by 
car? 
Michigan is covered by a net­ 
w ork of good highways. 
Some of 
them m eander through backwoods 
country. 
O thers m ake bee-lines 
to their destinations. 
It would be 
impossible to nam e 
all 
of 
the 
roads th at could Jake you to the 
WAA convention. 
The following 
paragraphs, therefore, will be lim ­ 
ited to a few m ain routes. 
For those coming to Michigan 
from the east and southeast, there 
are three principal points of entry. 
The first of these is near Mon­ 
roe, just north of Toledo, Ohio, on 
US-24. 
H ere you will find one of 
three state highway departm ent 
inform ation stations w here your 
specific questions on w here to go, 
w hat to see will be answ ered by 
experts. 
Entry from Ontario 
Those who include a 
part 
of 
O ntario on their trip to Escanaba 
will enter M ichigan’s Lower P en­ 
insula at D etroit, from W indsor, 
or at Port H uron, from Sarnia. 
W hether you come from the Tol­ 
edo, W indsor or Sarnia areas, your 
first objective m ight well be the 
City of Flint. 
Some may w ant 
to go fu rth er west to Lansing and 
north from there( m ore about that 
later) but on this particular route 
the objective is Flint. 
Highways 
M-21 
from 
Port 
Huron, US-10 from D etroit and 
UE-23 from 
the 
Monroe 
area 
converge at 
Flint. 
From 
Flint 
you drive north to Saginaw over 
US-23 and US-10 (the same road). 
At Saginaw you have a choice. 
To the right is US-23 to Bay City. 
To the left is US-10 to one of the 
w orld’s chem ical 
centers, 
M id­ 
land. 
If you take the Bay City route, 
you sacrifice a 
few 
miles; 
not 
m any; but you choose the H uron 
shore route, one 
of 
the 
m ost 
scenic in Michigan. 
It will take 
you to the Straits 
of 
M ackinac 
which separate the 
Upper 
from 
the Lower Peninsulas, and at the 
sam e tim e it will take you along 
the Lake H uron 
shore 
through 
picturesque 
towns 
and 
cities; 
Standish, the 
Tawases, 
Oscoda, 
Harrisville, Alpena, Rogers City 
with its lim estone quarry — the 
w orld’s largest—and on into Che­ 
boygan and M ackinaw City. 
If, at Saginaw, you decide to 
drive through Midland with its 
model residential sections and its 
gigantic chem ical plants, you are 
on the way to US-27, a trunkline 
highway 
that just 
about 
splits 
the Lower Peninsula in half from 
north to south. 
You reach US-27 
at Clare, the 
“cross 
roads” 
of 
Michigan. 
H ere again, you have 
a choice. 
Can Travel on Boat 
You are now 294 
miles 
from 
Escanaba by car. We say “by car” 
because there's a boat trip across 
Lake Michigan in an alternative 
loute that will save you approx­ 
imately 133 
miles. 
You 
w on’t 
save time, necessarily, 
but 
you 
will certainly add variety to your 
trip by taking this alternative. 
Should you decide in favor of 
the boat—and incidentally, your 
car goes aboard 
w ith 
you—you 
will continue through Clare on 
US-10 to a junction w here 
you 
turn right on Highway M-115 to 
Frankfort. 
There are 
two 
boat 
trips from here to the Upper P en­ 
insula. 
The 
first 
and 
longer 
takes you to M anistique, 55 miles 
northeast of Escanaba. 
The boat 
on this 
trip 
leaves 
F rankfort 
about six o’clock in the m orning 
and arrives 
about 
seven 
hours 
later. 
The second takes you to 
Menominee, 55 miles southwest of 
Escanaba. This one leaves F rank­ 
fort about six o’clock in the even­ 
ing, and arrives about 
5 
hours 


later. 
These boat schedules are 
flexible and you would be wise 
to check them by phone perhaps 
from Clare. 
Call the Ann A rbor 
ferry office at Frankfort. 
If you prefer driving to seafar­ 
ing, you will continue north from 
Clare on US-27 *to M ackinaw City. 
This route 
takes 
you 
through 
some of M ichigan’s great fishing 
and hunting country. 
You will 
skirt Houghton Lake, the largest 
of 11,037 inland lakes w ithin the 
state’s 
boundaries. 
Beautiful 
Higgins Lake is along the route. 
You will cross the 
m ighty 
Au 
Sable River at G rayling and you 
will visit Gaylord, W olverine and 
Indian River, w here hunters and 
fisherm en congregate season after 
season. 
M ullett Lake and B urt 
Lake are along this route. 
Highway US-27 
Highway US-27 takes you to 
Mackinaw City w here you m eet 
those who left you at Saginaw for 
the Huron shore drive. 
We are 
going to leave you there too, for 
the moment, and guide those who 
enter M ichigan from north central 
Ohio. 
Your first objective on this 
approach is Lansing, 
the 
State 
Capitol. 
It can be reached by a 
num ber of routes. 
US-27 comes 
up from 
Ohio 
and 
moves 
on 
through Coldw ater 
to 
Lansing. 
This is of course the 
same 
27 
mentioned earlier. 
US-127 enters 
Michigan directly south 
of 
the 
City of Jackson and joins 27 at 
Lansing. 
O ther routes will take 
you to Lansing through Hillsdale, 
Adrian, M arshall and other in­ 
teresting cities. 
From Lansing you drive north 
on US-27 until you reach Clare, 
the aforem entioned “ crossroads”. 
One of the 
most 
interesting 
drives in the state awaits those 
who enter M ichigan’s Lower Pen­ 
insula from the Chicago area. 
A t 
New Buffalo, on Highway US-12, 
is the second of the three State 
Highway D epartm ent tourist in­ 
form ation stations. 
At New Buf­ 
falo you should decide w hether 
you w ant to drive a little west to 
Kalamazoo and north from there 
on US-131, or follow the western 
shore of the Low er Peninsula on 
US-31. 
If Kalamazoo is your objective, 
you have chosen a route which 
will take you to the city w here 
the w orld’s finest furniture Is pro­ 
duced — G rand Rapids. 
North 
from G rand Rapids 
on 
US-131 
you will visit some of M ichigan’s 
picturesque villages and 
towns; 
Big Rapids, Reed City, Cadillac, to 
name a few. 
By the way, at Cad­ 
illac you cross M-115. 
T hat’s the 
road that takes you to Frankfort 
and those big boats. 
Trout Fishing Country 
North from Cadillac you will 
drive through M anton and a little 
farther 
on, 
through 
Kalkaska 
where the famous Trout Festivals 
are held in the spring. 
M ance­ 
lona, Boyne 
Falls 
and 
nearby 
Boyne City on Lake Charlevoix 
are on this route. 
You will also 
visit Petosky, center of one of 
M ichigan’s oldest resort areas. At 
Petoskey you are only 37 miles 
from M ackinaw City. 
Back to New Buffalo for a mo­ 
ment. 
It should be explained that 
the trip on US-131 is a time saver. 
But if you would like to drive 
along some of M ichigan's seashore 
—and Michigan has more of it 
than any other state—then consi­ 
der US-12 out of New Buffalo to 
St. Joseph and Benton Harbor on 
another “through” highway, US- 
31. This road takes you along the 
Riviera of the M idwest — the 
broad sandy 
beaches 
of 
Lake 
Michigan. 
You will visit South 
Haven, and Holland 
where 
the 
Tulip Festival is held each year. 
Beautiful Grand Haven and in­ 
dustrial Muskegon 
are 
on 
this 
trip. 
F urther north 
are 
Pent­ 
water, Ludington, M anistee and 
once again—Frankfort. 
US-31 
touches 
Traverse 
City 
and A m erica’s cherry land. On it 
you will visit Torch Lake, called 
by the National Geographical So­ 
ciety one of the ten most beauti­ 
ful lakes in the world. 
The high­ 
way will take you to Charlevoix, 
a G reat Lakes 
Yachting 
center. 
From Charlevoix, US-31 
moves 


on to Petoskey and US-131 and 
on to M ackinaw City. 
Ferry at Straits 
At M ackinaw City, the converg­ 
ing point, you are ready for a four 
mile boat trip across the Straits 
of Mackinac (it’s pronounced with 
an “aw ”, 
not 
an 
“ack”.) 
The 
state highway departm ent oper­ 
ates huge ferries here. To cross 
the Straits the fee is $1.25 for 
your car; 25 cents for each adult 
passenger and IO cents for each 
child. 
But before you take the ferry to 
St. Ignace and the Upper Penin­ 
sula, you may w ant to visit his­ 
toric 
M ackinac 
Island. 
Island 
boats leave regularly and the fare 
is nominal. 
The ferries across 
the 
Straits 
have spacious cabins, but you will 
w ant to spend your tim e on the 
deck. 
The view of the Straits as 
you cross them will be a m em or­ 
able part of your trip. 
You will 
have close-up views of big lake 
freighters and you will rem em ber 
that IOO years before the Revolu­ 
tion, 
voyageurs, 
Jesuit 
“black 
robes” and Indians were m aking 
this one of the busiest thorough­ 
fares on the North Am erican con­ 
tinent. 
At St. Ignace, as you leave the 
boat, you turn left on highway 
US-2, a 300-mile long ribbon of 
concrete reaching from the east­ 
ern to the western end of the vast 
Upper Peninsula. 
About midway 
along this scenic highway is Es­ 
canaba. Much of this drive to the 
convention headquarters from St. 
Ignace is along the shore of Lake 
Michigan. 
You will long remem­ 
ber this 
drive. 
It 
is 
uniquely 
beautiful. Pt. Aux Cheries, Epou- 
fette, 
Naubinway — these 
are 
among the 
place 
names 
along 
US-2 in the eastern part of the 
Upper 
Peninsula. 
Along 
this 
route you will visit Manistique 
and Rapid River and when you 
arrive in Gladstone you are only 
seven miles from the registration 
desk. 
With St. Ignace there are two 
other principal gateways to the 
Upper 
Peninsula. 
Ironwood 
to 
the west, and Menominee to the 
south. 
Traffic From West 
Those coming to Escanaba from ; 
northern Minnesota will undoubt­ 
edly arrive in Michigan at or near 
Ironwood. 
Once again, IJS-2 will 
be the main thoroughfare. 
From 
Ironwood, you travel through wil­ 
derness. 
You cross 
good 
trout 
streams and you see many beau­ 
tiful and well-stocked lakes. 
At 
Watersmeet, Highway US-45 joins 
your trunkline and many CWAA- 
’ers will enter 
Michigan 
from 
north central Wisconsin at this 
point. 
Eastward toward Escan­ 
aba you will drive through Iron 
River, Crystal Falls, a 
part 
of 
northern 
Wisconsin 
and 
Iron 
Mountain. 
Menominee, gateway to the Up­ 
per Peninsula from the south, is 
the location of the third Highway 
Department 
information station. 
You are now only an hour from 
Escanaba and you can reach the 
convention city by a scenic route 
along 
the 
shore of Green Bay 
(Highway M-35), or you can con­ 
tinue directly north to Powers on 
US-41 where you meet US-2.

Clean, screen, spray and swat! 
Cleaning up your 
grounds 
to 
eliminate fly-breeding 
and 
fly- 
feeding places is the most import­ 
ant step in fly control. 
The fly 
buzzing around your house right 
now can breed septillions by July. 
While a fly can travel ten miles, 
the 
majority 
of 
those 
which 
threaten your health and 
harass 
you are born on your own grounds 
or in your own block. 
Clean Garbage Can 
Clean up your garbage can and 
the area 
surrounding 
it. 
Make 
; ure it is kept 
tightly 
covered. 
Remove trash heaps and wash all 
empty tin cans and 
jars 
before 
you dispose of them. Remove all 
rotting vegetable, fruit and ani­ 
mal 
matter, 
piles 
of decaying 
leaves or grass and animal 
ex­ 
creta. Clean up the 
barns, 
pet 
shelter, chicken house and 
pig 
pen, giving attention to 
feeding 
areas and to the removal 
of all 
manure Make sure the privy pit 
is deep, dark and tight. 
Repair and put up your screens 
now. Screen tightly all buildings 
in which humans live or in which 
food or milk is prepared or stored. 
Spray all fly resting places such 
as under the overhang 
of 
roofs, 
doorways and 
the 
garbage 
can 
and surrounding area with lin­ 
dane, chlordane or DDT solutions. 
Paint your screens with 
one of 
these 
sprays. 
Repeat 
spraying 
and painting as advised 
on 
the 
container. Cover all food before 
you spray indoor walls. Let spray­ 
ed rooms air before you use them. 
Keep the sprays far 
out of

reach of children. Do 
not 
spray 
fly breeding places—it may 
lead 
to the development of generations 
of flies which are resistant to the 
sprays. 
Use 
methoxychlor 
for 
spraying dairy cattle. 
Swat the Fly 
Swat every fly you see. 
Flies are born, live and eat in 
the foulest refuse in your neigh­ 
borhood . 
They 
spread 
diseases 
Mich 
as 
dysentery, 
diarrhea, 
typhoid 
fever 
and tuberculosis 
and possibly 
polio 
when 
they 
carry germ bearing filth from this 
refuse to your baby’s crib, your 
to w e l, your dishes, or to the food 
being prepared In your kitchen or 
served on your table.

IPs A Small Target With 
Nine Iron So Be Accurate 


Eleventh of a series written and 
illustrated for NEA Service 
By LEW WORSHAM 
Former U S. Open Champion 
Faced with an approach shot of 
about 90 yards to the green, pro­ 
viding you are not hitting 
into 
a stiff wind, it will be a nine iron. 
The idea is to get on the green 
as near the cup as possible so you 
can one putt. 
Most of us, though, will settle 
just to get on the green and stay 
out of trouble. 
The first thing to consider is the 
stance. Plant yourself firmly, lin­ 
ing the 
ball up between your 
feet, perhaps slightly to the right. 
Remember, instead of a whole 
fairway at which to shoot, there’s 
only 
a 
small greensward, 
sur­ 
rounded by trouble. 
Your grip is shortened, the left 
arm still straight. 
The weight is slightly 
to the 
left. 
Keep your eyes on the spot on 
the ball you expect to meet with 
the club. 
The weight of the body 
shifts 
to the right at the start 
of

backswing. 
At the top of the backswing, the 
shoulders are turned so the back 
faces the hole squarely, eyes still 
on the ball. 
The wrists are cocked, the left 
arm is straight.

High yield per acre of quality 
potatoes will be of m ajor im port­ 
ance in 1951 as potato 
grow ers 
operate without price supports for 
the first time since 1942, accord­ 
ing to William Cargo, U. P. ex ­ 
tension specialist in farm crops 
and soils. 
One controllable factor that has 
a m arked effect on yield is the 
stand of plants in the field. To get
